The  Third  will  be  another  partial  Eclipfe  of  the  Moon,  and  will  happen 
«n  Friday  the  nth  Day  of  Auguft,  near  our  7  o'Clock  in  the  Morning,  in- 
vifible here  5  but  vifible  in  America.

On  the  Noon  of  the  Day,  preceding  the  Night  in  which 
you  defire  to  know  the  Time  of  the  Southing  of  any  of  theie 
bears,  find  by  the  EPHEMERiS  the  Sun's  Place,  and  with  ic 
take  out  cf  the  Table  his  right  Afcenfion  in  Time.    Th's  you 

may  do  to  a  Minute  by  infneetion,  which  will  be  fufneient 
for  your  prefect  Purpofe  :  Then  from  the  right  Afcenfion  of 
h  the  Star,  as  it  is  placed  in  the  Table,  fubtract  the  right  Afcen- 
j    fion  of  the  Sun,  the  Remainder  will  be  the  eflimate  Time  of 
i    f:    the  Star's  Southing,  anu  will  not  differ  from  the  true  Time 
above  two  or  three  Minutes  at  fartheit,  which  may  be  near 
enough  for  ordinary  Ufes  *.  But  if  Exactnefs  is  required,  then 
reduce  the  Sun'-  Place  to  this  efiimate  Time,  and  take  out  of 
theTablehis  right  Afcenfion  in  Hours,  Minutes,  and  Seconds^ 

I and  fubtract  ic  from  that  of  the  Star,  the  remaining  Numbers, 
will  {hew  the  trueTime  of  the  Star's  Culmination  or  Southing. 
And  if  from  the  Time  of  the  Star's  Southing  yon  fubtract  the 
femi-diurnal  Arch  belonging  to  it,  the  Remainder  will  be  the; 
*  Time  of  the  Star's  ulible  Rifing  ;  and  being  added  to  it,  th& 
Mm    Sum  will  be  the  Time  of  its  vifible  Setting.
